Christian Infidelity,

To say a man is an infidel is to make of him a 
marked man in any community. He is looked up- 
on, as a rule, with aversion by his neighbors, and 
they teach their children to abhor his theories. 
Few covet tbe name of infidol, but how many of 
us who profess to be Christians are the same in 
principle as the infidel ? What is the difference 
between the man who says he don't believe any 
part of the Bible and does none of it and him who 
says he believes it all and does only a part ? Con- 
sistency is a jewel, precious because of its rarity. 
We say we know Christ, have accepted the Bible 
in its entirety and so many things we stop short of 
and try to explain away. Let us examine closely. 

How many of us have made the entire consecra- 
tion which is needed ? How many ' do not lack 
yet "one thing ?" Read the story of the young 
man who came to inquire tbe way of life ; then let 
each one examine himself and see if we have con- 
secrated all to the cause in which we are engaged. 
Let us get to the very bottom of the matter. Are 
we for Christ all in all ? Do we shape every word 
and action, every thought even with reference to 
God's glory? This is what true Christian fidelity 
means. 

Have we the implicit faith required by tne 
standard ? So many men and women consider 
that to much faith as will carry them through a 
few church ordinances is all that is needed. When 
they speak of the marvelous worka of the Chris- 
tian fathers they say they "cannot understand," or 
tbat was for a special purpose," etc, etc. Just 
think one moment. He who said "ye must be 
born of water" also said "take no thought for your 
life what ye shall eat ; neither for the body what 
ye shall put on, neither be ye of doubtful mind." 
These words all fell from the same lips. How do 
you explain it? Is not one as binding ad the 
other ? When we wsnt a man to be baptized why 
do we not urge him along to putting entire trust 
in God for all things. Just think my brother "for 
your Father knoweth that you have need of these 
things" and the deduction is "will see that you re- 
ceive them as needed." 

Let ub each take up that wonderful eleventh 
chapter of Luke and examine ourselves whether 
we have been infidels or not Whether we have 
gone right along leaving "the first principles," etc. 
I tell you my brethren, there is something wrong 
somewhere. Christ said, "he that belie veth and is 
baptized shall be saved and he that believeth not 
shall be damned, and these signs shall follow them 
that believe," etc. Here follows a list of wonderful 
things which believers Bhall be able to do, and 
further comes the statement that the word was 
really confirmed "with signs following them." 
Why can we not do so now ? Was this power 
delegated to the eleven alone? If so, then by 
what authority do we pretend to "teach all na- 
tions" today ? They both go together. There are 
questions which each one of us must meet and 
according as we answer them will our infidelity be 
shown or not. Let us try to get tbat sublime faith 
which Abraham had — that faith which will always 
feel that "the Lord will provide a lamb for the 
sacrifice." Let us all get so far away from Col. 
Ingersol that we will have no ideas about the 
Bible in common. He rejects all of it. Let us ac- 
cept the whole thing from Matt. 1st to the Amen 
of Rev. Let us accept every word just as it fell 
from Christ's lips, and as the inspired writers 
have given it to us doubting nothing — trusting all 
to our Captain and being determined by the help 
of God to be all that a Christian can be or may be 
in this world. 

It seems to me, from rather an extended inves- 
tigation that the rankest type which Christian 
infidelity assumes is in regard to the triune God 
bead. A double God head is very readily accept- 
ed. God and the Son are understood and accept- 
ed, but when you come to speak of the third per- 
son then comes a look of incredulity and you are 
apt to have every inch of the ground hotly con- 
tested. Is this not so ? Let those answer who 
have tried to preach a Holy Ghost as well as a 
Father and Son. With regard to the Spirit there 


is more inconsistency than in any other thing tbat 
I know of in a Christian life. Ever since I can 
remember, I have heard ministers Bay "guide us by 
thy Holy Spirit,'"' etc., and all the time they were 
guiding themselves. Wfiat we want is to prav 
for the guidance and not stop till we get it. Back- 
ed up by Jesus Christ I am authorized to say 
there is a "comforter who shall guide you in the way 
of all truth." Do you want it ? All truth ! Not 
only Bible truth, not only things spiritual but 
things temporal also. That this is a subject which 
has been much abused I am well aware. Charlatans 
and bad men have used it to a selfish motive and 
to hide evil purposes. But for all that the Holy 
Ghost does exist and will come to each one of us 
if we get over our infidelity and accept him. More 
than that, he will make himself felt. What 
would we answer if Paul today were to say to us 
as he did to John's converts, "have you received 
the Holy GhoBt since ye believed ? How would 
we answer him ? Would we say that we thought 
the Holy Ghost was at work only about eighteen 
hundred years ago; was used only in building up 
the church and guiding 3t Paul tbat he should 
preach tbe same Gospel as Peter and John and 
others. God forbid that we should make any such 
answer. May God help each one of us to answer 
this question boldly and say "yes thank God I 
feel that I am a new creature and I give God the 
glory for it." 

Infidelity is bound to lead to unhappiness, I 
know whereof I speak. Let us each get down on 
our knees and ask God to take all doubt and in- 
fidelity out of us. Let us keep on praying until 
we feel that the angel has come. Till we feel that 
we are strengthened and then the way will be 
clearer. Brethren and sisters, God does answer 
prayer. Trust to bim for guidance and upon his 
sacred word can promise that he will guide you. 

I have thrown these suggestions out hurrieqly 
and in an undeveloped form, God grant that 
some brother or Bister may be set thinking and 
praying and be led to the determination to probe 
the religion of Christ to its center. Let us all get 
out of the paths of infidelity and get into those of 
simple faith in the whole Bible when we will 
walk in a flood of glorious light at all times. May 
God help us all.
